NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Prohibition of fees for emergency services. (1) A county, consolidated10

city-county, or municipality may not impose a fee or seek reimbursement for services provided by an emergency11

responder in response to a motor vehicle accident, except for costs to contain or clean up hazardous materials12

as defined in 61-8-801 and costs for transportation and treatment provided by an ambulance service.13

(2)  As used in this section, "emergency responder" means a person employed by or acting as a volunteer14

with an emergency services organization, including a law enforcement officer, firefighter, emergency medical15

technician, paramedic, or ambulance service attendant.16
